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Pair Tell 
Of Double 
Drowning 
In River

"Utter frustration." Hunter Wright searched to find the words 


describing how he felt Sunday afternoon as a young couple disap- 
peared beneath a churning St. Joseph river in South Bend, Ind. 
Police in the Indiana city this morning said the search for the pair 
continues and they are presumed drowned in a mishap at a dam in 
the center of South Bend. 


"One of the things that struck 


me," the St. Joseph insurance 
agent said, "was the utter frus- 
tration of standing there and not 
being able to do anything to help 
them."

was blamed on the apparent at- 
tempt of James Dunn, 25, and 
Cindy Funk, 19, to negotiate the 
dam in a rubber raft. Neither 
were wearing life preservers, 
police said. 


Relatives from both Dunn's 


and Miss Funk's families said 
yesterday that Dunn was at- 
tempting to repeat a successful 
ride down the dam he made 
with another man about a year 
ago. 


Dunn's father, James L. 


Dunn, also of South Bend, said 
his son was a former Clark 
Equipment Co. employe who 
was laid off his job at the arm's 
Buchanan plant last year. 


Miss 
Funk's 
brother, 


William, 17, described Dunn as 
a former brother-in-law and 
friend of his sister. 


Dunn's; father said that his 


son was at one time married to 
Miss Funk's older sister, Deb- 
bie. The couple was later 
divorced, he said. 


William Dunn said he drove 


the pair to a site above the dam 
and was waiting in a parking 
area below the river structure 
when the accident occured. 


Waiiam Funk said Dunn and 


his sister were in the water 
several minutes before they 
began to call for help. 


An amatuer 
photographer 


who takes his camera along on 
most outings, Wright said he 
was -photographing the dam 
from a restaurant in South 
Bend's new Century Center 
when he spotted the pair float- 
ing in the small craft toward the 
dam. 


"My first thought was they're 


not going to try to negotiate it 
(the dam)," Wright said. When 
he realized the couple was not 
turning back, Wright said he 
ran to his car and grabbed a 
telephoto lens for his camera. 
His wife, Betty, was with him 
and they also grabbed a life 
preserver from the car. 


While Wright and his wife 


headed toward the river bank, 
Mrs. Wright's mother, Mrs. 
Nina Zick, and her sister, Mrs. 
Barbara Eddy, both of 1324 
State street, St. Joseph, alerted 
South Bend police and firemen. 


After tumbling down the first 


of two levels at the dam the raft 
flipped and threw the pair into 
the swirling water, Hunter said. 


He said the pair remained 


afloat 
for several minutes 


before they disappeared. "You 
can't imagine how wild the 
water was," Wright said. 


Mrs. Wright said the couple 


called for help while attempting 
to swim back to the raft. "They 
were screaming 'help, help, 
help,' I'll never forget those 
screams as long as 1 live, she 
said. 


The man probably could have 


made his way to the raft or to 
the shoreline, but remained by 
his companion's side, Mrs. 
Wright said. "He stayed right 
with her," she added. 


Several people along the river 


bank, including some of the es- 
timated 20 restaurant patrons 
who could see the dam from 
their tables in the Century 
Center, attempted to rescue the 
young pair. One young man 
grabbed 
the Wright's 
life 


preserver, but was unable to 
swim to the pair calling for 
help, he said. 


Other attempts to get a gar- 


den hose and logs floating in the 
river to the couple failed 'as 
well, Wright said. 


"It was so frustrating; we just 


couldn't do anything," Wright 
said.

NEW YORK (,\P) - Nine- 


teen-year-old Ronald Timmons, 
who had pleaded guilty to beat- 
ing an 82-year-old woman for 
the $2 in her purse, lias been 
sentenced to up Jo 25 years in 
prison by a judge who described 
him as "a teen-age predator 
stalking out elderly victims." 


About 
20 
elderly 
Bronx 


residents were in the courtroom 
as slate Judge Joseph P. 
Sullivan called Timmons a 
"microcosm of all that is wrong 
with the criminal justice sys- 
tem," 
and 
imposed 
the 


maximum lerm. 


Timmons, who showed no 


emotion as the sentence was 


handed down on Monday, must 
serve a minimum of 8% years. 


Prosecutor Albert Annunzia- 


la, who had asked for the sen- 
tence, displayed a 
14-inch 


kitchen knife he said Timmons 
held to the throat of Adelaide 
Fleming during the assault last 
Oct. 26. 


"He is a predator in the dir- 


tiest sense of the word in prey- 
ing on the helpless," Annunzia- 
ta told Sullivan. "He is a sadist 
in the true sense of Ihe word." 


During the attack. Mrs. 


Fleming cried out for water but 
Timmons only "stuck his hand 
down her throat, knocking her 
dentures from her mouth," An- 


nun/iata said. 


Judge Sullivan noted Tim- 


mons' long record as a youthful 
offender who was rejected by 
his mother and put out on the 
streets at age 10 to fend for 
himself. 


He supported himself as "a 


teen-age predator stalking out 
elderly victims ... and he must 
be punished and taught lhat 
crime doesn't pay and he has to 
pas1 his dues," the judge said. 


Police records show that 


Timmons was arrested when he 
was 14 in connection with the 
murder of a 92-year-old man. 
The 
charge 
was 
dropped 


because of insufficient evidence. 


Timmons pleaded guilty din! 


ing jury selection last March 17 
to assaulting and robbing Mrs; 
Fleming. 
An 
accomplice, 


Zachary Shannon, 20, pleaded 
guilty later to burglary. He wlU- 
be sentenced May 24. 


Police, called by neighbors of 


Mrs. Fleming, caught Timmons 
and Shannon in the apartmnt. •'. 


David Harris, 80, one of the 


elderly observers present dur- 
ing each of Timmons' court ap- 
pearances, said Monday, "We 
arc satisfied with the sentence.' 
Our presence helped the court > 
realize there is a victim in ID*' 
case." Mrs. Fleming was not;

predicted the action based on his 
reading of falling favor in public 
opinion polls. 
; Griffin gave no hard clue as to his 
motivation. 


He did tell reporters following the

A third influence, we suspect, 


centers on the inner man himself. 


Unlike his friend, the Governor, 


Griffin does not take well to the rigor 
in campaigning for office. 


George Romney, then Governor, 


carried Griffin through his first at- 
tempt at the Senate in 1962. 


Six years later, while beating Soapy 


Williams by 200,000 votes, for re- 
election, it was far from the easy 
victory the ballot box returns might 
indicate. Milliken virtually had to 
take charge of the drive during its 
later stages to overcome an early lead 
built up by the Democratic opposi- 
tion. 


A poll taken some weeks ago by the 


slate Democratic organization claims 
Griffin would be vulnerable to.the 
point of defeat in 1978. Self-serving as 
may be the survey, it could scarcely 
escape his attention. 


While wishing 
Griffin 
had not 


reached the conclusion he did, he has 
to be applauded for the timeliness in 
the announcement. 


Few politicos care to put them- 


selves in a lame duck status by let- 
ting it be known too far in advance 
they are calling it quits. This ego 
tripping leaves their party organiza- 
tion at a distinct disadvantage.

breathing room to look around for the 
best bet next year. 


The same leverage applies in the 


Democratic fold where any nutnber of 
hopefuls have been wondering if they 
might be able to replace Milliken as 
the state's chief executive.

But the most startling turnaround 


has been made by former Black 
Panther leader Eldridge Cleaver. In 
November 1975, when he voluntarily 
returned 
from exile in southern 


France to face criminal charges aris- 
ing from a Panther shoot-out in 1968, 
Cleaver was a changed man. No more 
talk 
about 
killing "pigs" 
and 


"honkys." Instead, his strident anti- 
American rhetoric had mellowed into 
coolheaded musings about post-Wa- 
tergate developments. "I think we're 
in a creative period of democracy in 
the United States, beyond my wildest 
dreams or hopes," he said at the time. 
Moreover, Cleaver announced he had 
found the love of Christ. Today, he 
denounces two of his former heroes — 
Castro and Mao — and speaks of the 
"Soviet menace" and his "love affair 
with the U.S. military." A former 
atheist who once used four-le'tter 
words in referring to the Bible, 
Cleaver now kneels and prays together 
with evangelist Billy Graham. 


Cleaver's own version of his return 


from exile reveals a man disillusioned 
by the policies of foreign governments 
and homesick for his own land. But 
some blacks accuse him of false pos- 
turing and of striking a deal with the 
FBI. Although he freely admits nego- 
tiating with federal agents in return 
for safe passage back lo America, he 
denies that any deal was made to keep 
him out of jail. As for the charges of 
assault and attempted murder now 
pending against him, Cleaver main- 
tains the shoot-out was a "setup" 
deliberately planned by the FBI 'and 
local law enforcement officers His 
trial, which has been postponed 
several times, is now scheduled to 
begin 
next 
Monday, 
May 
9, in 


Oakland, Calif.

Business Ought 
To Help Sports 


Those who say that poliiics 


should be kept out of sports no 
doubt mean well, but they are 
living in a dream world. Major 
sporting events almost always 
have a political dimension. 


This can be benign. Ascot is 


as much a celebration of 
Englishness as the Super Bowl 
is of Americanness. Sometimes 
it is not so benign. The two 
Louis-Schmeling fights had 
plenty of political content, as 
did the five-set Davis Cup match 
in 1937 between Don Budge and 
the German Gottfried von 
Cramm. 


The thing we must try' to do is 


prevent politics from dominat- 
ing sports, as happened at the 
1936 Olympics in Berlin, and as 
is going to happen at. the 1980 
Olympic games in Moscow — 
with the aid of NBC-TV. 


A second thing we must try to 


do js find some way to compete 
athletically with the vast state- 
run sports programs of the 
Communist world. 


Make no mistake about it, 


even 
striking 
Individual 


triumphs 
in 
international 


competition have political con- 
tent. Listen to it here, in the 
words of the great Jesse Owens, 
reflecting on his 1936 victory in 
Berlin: 
, 


"The greatest moment came 


as we stood up there around that 
pedestal of victory, and after we 
had knelt and received the 
wreath of victory from the Ger- 
man maidens, and standing and 
facing the stands, from a far- 
away distance we could hear the 
strains of the Star-Spangled 
banner. As the people in the 
stands stood, the Germans gave 
the Nazi salute, the Americans 
gave the American salute, and 
as we three on the pedestal did a 
left face, I noticed the Stars and 
Stripes 
rising 
higher 
and 


higher, and the higher the Stars 
and Stripes rose, the louder the 


strains of the Star-Spangled 
Banner were heard, and then 
and there 1 realized my ambi- 
tion at eight years, to become a 
member of Uncle Sam's Olym- 
pic team." 


There really wasn't much of 


that for the Americans in 1936. 
however. The Germans won 
more gold, silver, and bronze 
medals in the overall competi- 
tion than anyone else. 


The vast cradle-to-finish-line 


programs of the Soviets, East 
Germans and Cubans will 
guarantee a similar result in 
Moscow. 


There is an American answer 


to all this, however, and it 
deserves the enthusiastic sup- 
port of American free en- 
terprise. 
• 


The model is provided by 


Burke Mountain Academy, a 
small private school in northern 
Vermont. The school, only a few 
years old, already has substan- 
tial representation on the U.S. 
national ski team. 


The Burke idea is simple. 


Only highly motivated students 
are admitted. Normally, they 
study hall the day and train as 
ski racers the rest of the time. 
Physical conditioning^ is intense 
and relentless. Academically 
the school is excellent, and 
morale high. 


This kind of private institu- 


tion is clearly an American- 
style answer to the Communist 
mass-development programs. 
In East Germany, for example, 
there are nine special schools 
for oarsmen atone. 


As a new and small school, 


however (90 students), Burke 
faces 
continuing 
financial 


problems. 


This, clearly/is the kind of 


enterprise that U.S. corpora- 
tions should be eager to sustain. 
Instead, they are expected to 
pour $125 million in advertising 
into the 1980 Ssoviet propaganda 
extravanganza in Moscow.

Foot The Bill 


WASHINGTON - When the 


president of the United States 
looks you straight in the eye 
and tells you that sacrifice is 
character-building, it's time to 
count the family silver. 


Bitter experience suggests 


that when the ennobling effects 
of President Carter's energy 
policy make themselves felt, 
it's the average American who 
will wind up with the most 
character and the least money. 


Carter has insisted that every 


segment of society is being 
asked to bear an equal share of 
the burden of curbing the na- 
tion's insatiable appetite for 
energy, that "equity" is the 
guiding principle of his entire 
program. 


But anyone who honestly 


believes that Exxon and Gulf, 
say. will suffer the same net 
economic impact as the family 
of four must still be wondering 
where the Easter Bunny is. 


If the President's program is 


adopted intact, every consumer 
in America will pay more for 
gasoline, more for heating oil, 
more for natural gas, more for 
electricity and more for every 
priiduct made from petroleum. 


Every dollar "more" that the 


average 
citizen shells out 


means just that much less in 
the family exchequer. Under 
the Carter plan, prices will rise 
as a result of added taxes 
rather than extra profits for the 
energy producers, but that is 
small solace to the consumer. 


The President says that if 


we're virtuous and reduce our 
energy1 consumption, we'll get 
all that money back and then 
some in the 
form 
of tax 


rebates. But somehow the folks 
who 
give 
to 
the federal 


government never seem to be 
the same folks who gel money 
back.

All of which is to say that 


rebates or no rebates, millions 
of /ordinary citizens will indeed 
be making genuine financial 
sacrifices if Carter's energy 
program is adopted.

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Williams Sees Table Of Crime Sentences 


JUSTICE WILLIAMS 


Law Day Speaker

Michigan Supreme Court 


Justice G. Mennen Williams 
used the observance of Law Day 
yesterday tu express his major 
concerns about justice — the 
deterrence of crime and the 
availability of skilled legal ser- 
vices fur middle income people. 


Williams made his remarks 


before a large audience at the 
St. Joseph Elks club during a 
combined meeting of the Twin 
Cities Rotary dub and Berrien 
county Bar association. 


"The deterrence of crime 


concerns each and every one of 
us," Williams noted. "In deter- 
ring crime, we must be aware of 
two things. First, deserved 
punishment must be swift. And 
punishment, in addition to being 
swift, must be fair and certain." . 


Of the latter, Williams noted 


there is "a growing consenus" 
for a formula proposed by a 
State Bar. committee, of which 
he is a member, to develop an 
effective sentencing program. 


He 
said 
the 
proposal 


emphasizes crimes of violence, 
and would include a minimum 
sentence, a "standard" sen- 
tence, and a maximum sen- 
tence. 


An example, Williams said, 


would be major crimes, such as 
robbery, rape, kidnaping or ar- 
son. The minimum sentence 
under the proposed plan would 
be two years, the standard sen- 
tence seven years, and a 
maximum of 30 years in prison! 
. For first degree murder, the 
bar committee recommended 
life with no parole. 


On second degree murder, the 


minimum sentence would :be 
two years in prison, a standard 
sentence of 10 years, and a 
maximum of life, Williams said. 


"There seems to be a real 


interest in the legislature for 
such programs," Williams said. 
"I would certainly hope for the 
enactment of such legislation 
this year." 


"We must deter crime in a 


manner -that effectuates jus- 


tice," Williams declared. The 
supreme court justice also said 
of capital punishment: "By and 
large I don't think it's a de- 
terrent." 


lie said he has always been 


opposed to capital punishment, 
not only because he doesn't feel 
it is a deterrent, but also 


maximum eligibility for free 
legal sen-ice programs, is still 
insufficient to afford most legal 
services." 


He noted that because of the 


cost of legal services to such 
people, many persons fail to get 
counsel. "Many people fail to 
recognize problems that require 


legal assistance, otherwise, 
many of the problems could be 
avoided." 


Williams added that when 


people do contact an attorney, if 
often takes place only after a 
costly lawsuit has been initiated 
in court. 


Williams said programs of 


prepaid legal services, such as 
are offered to some teachers' 
and labor unions, has been ef- 
fective in dealing with problems 
requiring legal assistance. He 
noted prepaid legal sen-ices "is 
an area where delivery of jus- 
tice can be greatly expanded to 
the mutual benefit of the public 


and legal profession." 


Williams had a special mes 


sage to attorney's at .the 
conclusion of his speech: "On 
this Law Day, we must be 
mindful of sen-ing justice by 
serving the public. By doing so, 
we assure that our democracy 
will continue to survive." 


Doesn't Think He'll Run For Governor 


Michigan Supreme Court Justice G. Mennen 


Williams says he is still undecided on whether to 
again run for governor. But he noted following a 
Law Day address yesterday that "unless something 
urgent happens 1 don't expect to be running." 
Williams, who served as governor from 1949 to 1960, 
node the comment during a speech at a combined 
meeting of the Bcrrien Bar association and Twin 
Cities Rotary dub. Last week he announced he had 


been contacted about the possibility of again run- 
ning for governor. He said that although he likes his 
job on the bench, he hadn't ruled out seeking the 
Democratic nomination in 1978. 


Williams told The Herald-Palladium that there 


was "an 80 per cent likelihood" that he would not 
run. Political observers have said the "draft 
Williams" idea came from a group of old friends 
and supporters. He yesterday told The Herald- 


Palladium the main push was coming from Rep. 
George Montgomery of Detroit, also a'Democrat. 
"It's been a very interesting experience for me 
since the colleague (Montgomery) hasn't talked to 
me," Williams said of the campaign to get him to 
run. He added, however, that "I hope to talk to him 
next week" about plans. "I'm happy in the job I'm 
in," the justice added.

Twin Cities Symphony under the direc- 
Ik* at Robert Vodnoy, won accolade 
after accolade at the Young Artists con- 
cert' Sunday at St. Joseph high school 
auditorium. 


The performances of Taylor, violinist, 


and Miss Schulls, pianist, were followed 
by shouts of bravo from the audience, 
and at the conclusion of the symphony's 
performance of "Fifth Symphony," the 
orchestra received a standing ovation. 


The symphony was spontaneous as it 


performed Mozart's brisk and infectious 
Overture to "The Marriage of Figaro" 
under the effervescent conducting of 
Vodhoy to open the concert. 


Vodnoy said he chose this work to open 


the concert because "it has a lively 
rhythm and pace force and ringing 
chords. 


The famous and loved Beethoven's 


"Symphony No. 5 in C-minor," conclud- 
ed the program. 


The symphony began with the an- 


nouncement of the simple, theme, 
perhaps the most famous Beethoven 
ever wrote,,with the orchestra passing 
this theme from one section to jfioihpr 
with the restlessness of

followed by a lyrical theme. 


The 
second 
movement 
was 


melancholy and sedate and a mysterious 
and foreboding theme opening the third 
movement with the same rhythmic pat- 
terns of the first movement.

its origin to the mythology of 
Greece in 250 BC. In that era, 
yearly spring festivals were 
dedicated to Rhea, the mother 
of six. Her sons were the gods 
Jupiter, Pluto and Neptune. Her 
daughters were the goddesses 
Vesta, Ceres and Juno. 


"Mothering Sunday" was 


celebrated during. Lent in 
England in the 1600s. Servants 
and apprentices were given a 
free Sunday to go "a-mother- 
ing" — that is, to visit the

Julia Ward Howe was among 


those seeking to honor mothers 
in this country, according to the 
historical records of the Na- 
tional Association of Greeting 
Card Publishers. Mrs. Howe, 
who wrote the "Battle Hymn of 
the Republic," suggested dur- 
ing the Civil War that July i be 
made a holiday devoted to peace 
by recognizing it as Mother's 
Day. In the early 1900s, Slary 
Towles Sasseen, a teacher from 
Henderson, Ky., invited the 
parents of her students to a 
school party in their honor. She 
called the first such celebration 
Mother's Day. The party was a 
success and the designation 
remained for future celebra- 
tions over a period of years. 


It was Anna B. Jarvis, born in 


Webster, Va., who scored the 
real 
"breakthrough" 
for 


Mother's Day. She was asked by 
a friend to arrange a memorial 
service on'the death of the lat- 
ter's mother in Grafton, W Va 
in .1908. The church service was 
well received and Miss Jarvis 
who 
later 
moved 
to 


Philadelphia, was encouraged 
by the clergy to espouse the 
concert of a Mother's Day for 
the living. 


Miss Jarvis carried her cause 


to the press, women's clubs and 


legislators. The governor of 
West Virginia proclaimed a 
Mother's Day in that state in 
1910.- Largely through Miss Jar- 
vis' efforts, President Wilson 
proclaimed the first national 
mother's Day, May 9,1914. 


"The service rendered ... by 


the.American mother is the 
greatest source of the country's 
strength and inspiration," the 
President 
declared. 
"The 


home," he intoned, "is the 
fountain head of the state."

Authority Urges Care 


In Choice Of Baby Sitter 


NEW YORK (AP) - "It's vi- 


tally 
important 
to 
select 


babysitters carefully. 


They are, in effect, parents- 


in-absentia, and can wield a 
tremendous influence upon the 
child," warns an authority on 
child development. 


Irene Clepper of St. Paul, 


Minn., offered parents advice on 
hiring a sitter 
during 
a 


Workshop for Baby Sitters she 
conducted here recently, spon- 
sored by Kenncr Products, a toy 
manufacturer. 


Mrs. Clepper, past director of 


public health and education of 
the Minnesota State Medical 
association, 
has 
conducted 


seminars on child development 
and play for teachers in the 
Minneapolis public school sys- 
tem. 


"If you pas' attention to cer- 


tain fundamentals, .you can be 
sure that the 
baby-sitting 


experience will be an un- 
troubled and even rewarding . 
one for your child — and for 
yourself," says Mrs. Clepper, 
who is currently working on her 
doctorate at the University of 
Minnesota, where she is in- 
volved in a research project on 
child development. 


What is a good sitter? 
"She — or he — is alert, 


conscientious, knows some first 
aid, and enjoys playing with 
children," Mrs. Cleppcr says. 
The latter is very important, 
she adds, because "play is the 
way a child learns, and parents 
just don't play enough with the 
children today." 


How does one find a good sit- 


ter? 


"Ask neighbors who have 


used one before," she suggests. 
"Using a neighbor's older child 
is good, too, because then the 
sitter will become familiar." If 
this is impossible call a reputa- 
ble agency. "But always, al- 
ways ask for references — and 
check them," she cautions. 


Agree in advance on rates, 


says Mrs. Clepper. Rates will 
depend on the' number of 
children, ages, local rates, sit- 
ter experience, carfare costs 
and duties required. 


"Whatever you do, remember 


that the sitter's prime respon- 
sibility 
is 
to watch 
the 


children," 
she admonishes. 


"Don't load them down with so 
many duties that they are dis- 
tracted for long periods. That's 
dangerous."

request that the sitter arrive 
early so that the child — and 
family pets — can get used to 
the new7 visitor. 


Have ready a list of important 


information for the sitter. List 
the 
following 
telephone 


numbers: family doctor, where 
you will be, a neighbor, police 
and fire departments. 


Furnish the sitter with per- 


sonal information about each 
child, Mrs. Clepper urges, 
including nicknames: allergies 
or other physical problems such 
as fainting spells: snack times, 
amp what is allowed; favorite 
stories, television programs, 
toys and activities. The sitter 
should also know 
sleeping 


habits and bedtime. 


When the sitter arrives, go 


over the list and give him or her 
a tour of the house. While on the 
tour check for obvious safety 
hazards — sharp or pointed ob- 
jects, open medicine cabinets, 
loose rugs, locations of cleaning 
fluids and household cleaners 
that are potential 
poisons, 


matches; 


Show the sitter 
how to 


regulate the heat or air condi- 
tioning, how windows and doors 
work, where telephones and 
light switches are. located. If 
necessary, show how the kitchen 
stove works. 


Then, stay for a few extra 


minutes to sec that the sitter 
and *'sittee" are getting along.

professor of zoology, and doc- 
toral candidate Teresa Popham 
find that pentobarbital (Nem> 
butal) administered to newborn 
male hamsters produces a 
serious decrease in the animals' 
adult sexual performance. 


"Hamsters are born in a very 


immature stale," Miss Popham 
explained, "and their degree of 
development at birth is very 
similar lo the 'in utero' condi- 
lion of human babies when se- 
xual development starts to oc- 
cur." 


"Barbiturates, hormones and 


other drugs are commonly ad- 
ministered 
to 
pregnant 


women," Dr. Clemens said, 
"with very little scientific 
knowledge of the long-term 
behavioral and physiological ef- 
fects on the children." 


Normal male sexual develop- 


ment requires the hormone tes- 
tosterone, which is normally 
produced within the males' sex 
organs. Studies have shown that 
barbiturates can block the 
processing of testosterone by 
the 
body's 
biochemical 


machinery. 


"It's a big step from ham- 


sters to humans," Dr. Clemens 
said, "but the implications of 
animal studies make it clear 
that drugs given to human 
mothers must be evaluated in 
terms of their effects on the fe- 
tus as wvll as the mother." 


Other studies in Dr. Clemens' 


laboratory have shown that in- 
jections of hormones into young 
animals 
can 
masculinize 


females.

I wonder if people who read 


these figures are aware of the 
insignificance and how little 
they matter in terms of the 
possible danger that lies ahead 
for the cigarette smoker. 


When the Surgeon General 


determined 
that "cigarette 


smoking is dangerous to your 
health" it was not just the tars 
and the nicotine that were taken 
into consideration. 


The 
heat 
of 
a burning 


cigarette and the-damage to the 
delicate lining of the entire 
bronchial tree of the lungs are 
just as important. The com- 
bination of hot .smoke and 
polluted smoke are additional 
factors shown by scientists to do 
damage to the lungs. 


You must not allow yourself tit 


be pressured into approving of 
your son's smoking based on the 
statistics he quotes. 


Recently. I wrote an article 


fur a publication specifically 
seared to the total needs of the 
adolescent. In it I said. "Sooner 
or later everyone who smokes 
wants lo stop. So why start? If 
you don't believe that you're 


going to want to stop.smoking 
just take a look at all the adults 
around you who smoke. Isn't it 
true that just about every one of 
them has been trying to 'kick 
the habit'? It's not easy to quit. 
Just ask them if they're sorry 
they ever started. 


"Had they known what you 


and your friends now know 
about the dangers of smoking, 
they would tell you they never 
would have taken that first 
drag." 


Would you tell this to your son 


and see if it helps him come to a 
more sensible conclusion that 
numbers, as he quotes them, 
mean nothing, but that health 
does mean something.

that Laetrile has any effect 
either in animal tumor systems 
or in human cancers." 


He said claims of Laetrile's 


effectiveness rest on "anecdotal 
and testimonial evidence." 


One witness for the FDA's 


Bureau of Drugs, Dr. Harold 
James Wallace of the Roswell 


Park Memorial Institute in 
Buffalo, N.Y.. said he was him- 
self a cured cancer patient, 
having had. bone cancer treated 
10 years ago with conventional 
techniques. 


'•It's just 
inconceivable," 


Wallace said, "that there could 
be an international conspiracy 
to suppress an effective drug for 
the prevention or cure of 
cancer." 


The FDA says it has found no 


support for claims that Laetrile 
can prevent or cure cancer. 
Proponents said Laetrile is not a 
drug but a vitamin, and should 
not be subject to federal drug 
laws.

Crime is the biggest worry of 
Michigan citizens, and people 
want offenders to stop getting 
the kid-glove treatment, ac- 
cording to a state-published 
survey. 


The report also showed that 


most state residents support the 
death penalty, want tougher 
judges and a crackdown on 
youthful offenders. 


Past surveys, published an- 


nually by the Office of Criminal 
Justice Programs, have shown 
a similar public desire for 
crackdowns on criminals, but 
the 1977 study indicated the 
feeling is spreading. 


The survey, based on January 


interviews in 800 Michigan 
households, was conducted for 
the state by Market Opinion 
Research of Detroit. 


Among its findings: 
—About 80 per 
cent of 


Michigan citizens support the 
use of wiretaps, which are now 
prohibited in the state, during 
probes of organized crime and 
narcotics dealers. 


—About 72 per cent support 


the death penalty for certain 
crimes, compared to 64 per cent 
last year and 58 per cent in 197-1. 


—About 78 per cent, including 


89 per cent of whites and W per 
cent of blacks, said the courts 
are too lenient. 


—Majorities 
oppose 
Ihe 


legalization of so-called vic- 
timless crimes such as posses- 
sion of marijuana, prostitution 
and gambling. 


—But only 44 per cent support 


outlawing the possession of 
handguns, and M per cent ad- 
mitted to having handguns in 
their homes. The real percen- 
tage of handgun owners is un- 
doubtedly higher, the survey 


.said. 


His goals drew the support of 


Rep. 
Al Ullman. chairman of 


the House Ways and Means 
Committee.

gonorrhea that cannot be cured with penicillin has been confirmed 
by the state health department. 


Officials said they have been on the alert for the strain, called 


Penicillinase Producing Naisseria Gonorrhoeae — PPNG — since 
it WBS first identified last year in the tar East. 


Although the disease is resistant to penicillin, the normal 


medicine for gonorrhea, it is not incurable, health officials said. 
Treatment with Spectinomycin has shown to be effective. 


Health officials said the Michigan case "responded favorably" 


to treatment with Spectinomycin.

heart is so full of shame that I 
cannot look at you." 


After saying. "If there are' 


reporters present, I hope they 
will treat this as a confidential 
conversation between myself 
'and this congregation," the 
minister 
read a prepared 


statement rebuking himself for 
sinning. 


As he finished, the audience 


in the crowded church rose en 
masse and applauded the Rev. 
Mr. Bast heartily. 


"He gave his confession and 


he received widespread support 
throughout the congregation," 
commented Gaylord Anderson, 
vice president of the church's 
governing body. Anderson said 
that group will meet May 10 to 
decide Bast's fate. 


Church officials said there 


was no contradiction in the pas- 
tor's courtroom plea of in- 
nocence and his admission in 
church that he had sinned. 


"He had no intention' of 


following up with the act," said 
Anderson. - 


Like President Carter, Bast 


said he had lust in his heart, 
which, is the sin the pastor con- 
fessed to, according to Ander- 
. son. 


The Rev. Paul Fox, an assis- 


tant pastor- preaching the 
regular sermon Sunday after 
the Rev. Mr. Bast finished his 
remarks, contended the temp- 


tation of the minister was a 
direct assault by the devil on the 
church congregation. He said 
the church's ability to forgive 
was being tested. 


Police said Bast was arrested 


after he approached two plain 
clothes police officers. 


Dr. Harrison Visscher, a 


church elder, contended after- 
ward the minister was "just 
conversing with this woman and 
was just led down the primrose 


path. It does not take too much 
imagination by an honest person 
to realize that that's not too dif- 
ficult to happen."

Public Employment 


Relations Acl provides for dis- 
cipline and discharge "as Ihe 
sole and exclusive remedies 
available to a school district in 
dealing with a peaceful slrike 
by a teachers' federation,'-' the 
courl said. 


The court also said lhal there 


was no precedent 
for 
the 


damage suit, and setting a new 
policy 
would "unsetlle an 


already 
precarious 
labor- 


management balance in the 
public labor relations seclor.'\ 


The court said allowing a 


school district to pursue .a law 
suit would circumvent the 
Michigan Employment Rela- 
tions Commission, which has 


exclusive jurisdiclion lo deter- 
mine charges of unfair labor 
practices. 


In other cases released Mon- 


day, the Supreme Court ruled: 


—That a board of education 


must give reasons why a proba- 
tionary teacher's work is unsa- 
tisfactory before it can dismiss 
him or her. On a 3-3 vote, it 
upheld a lower court order that 
reinstated two Brown City 
teachers who had been told they 
wouldn'l be rehired the follow- 
ing school year. 


—That a defense lawyer must

—Decided that communities 


cannot prohibit homeowners 


Raising Children 
Deflates Wallets 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Most 


parents don't expect to gain 
economic benefits or security 
from 
their, 
children, 
a 


researcher says. And that's a 
good thing, because from a 
financial point of view, kids are 
a loss. 


It costs a middle-income 


family $93.605 to raise a child to 
age 18 and a total of S64.215 to 
put him or her through four 
years of college at a state 
university, 
according 
to 


Thomas J. Espenshade, an as- 
sociate professor of economics 
at Florida State University. 


That's in direct costs, includ- 


ing food, clothing, peanut but- 
ter, bandaids and everything 
else. 


It doesn't Include the $107,000 


in "lost" earnings if the mother 
in a middle-income family gives 
up a part-time job to stay home 
•mlh the child until age 14. 


The costs are a little less 


steep for low-income families: 
§35,261 to raise a child to age 18 
and a total of $44,156 to send the 
child to a four-year public 
college. 


Espenshade's estimates are 


based 
on 
Department 
of 


Agriculture data and 1977 
prices. 
Middle-income 
is 


defined as a family with income 
between 816,500 and S20.000 a 
year after taxes. A low-income 
family needs between 810,500 
and 813,500 after taxes. 


Espenshade's report, "The 


Value and Cost of Children," 
\vas published in the April 
bulletin 
of 
the Population 


Reference Bureau, Inc.. a 
Washington-based research or- 
ganization. 


In a study of several, hundred 


couples in Hawaii, Espenshade 
found that 94 per cent of the 
white 
middle-class 
parents 


"said they did not expect to rely 
at all on their children in old 
age." And 73 per cent of the 
white lower-income parents 


gave the same response. 


Asked about the advantages of 


children, nearly three-quarters 
of the parents cited happiness, 
love and companionship. More 
than half also pointed to their 
own personal development and 
child rearing satisfactions. 


Asked to list disadvantages, 


71 per cent cited restrictions on 
other activities, 59 per cent cit- 
ed emotional costs and 46 per 
cent cited financial costs. In 
each instance, the middle-in- 
come parents "were propor- 
tionately more likely to see 
these as disadvantages." 


Espenshade said the first 


child is the'most expensive to 
raise, costing roughly twice as 
much as the second or the third. 


The first child is more expen- 


sive because parents may buy a 
larger house, and they also buy 
nursery equipment, toys, and 
clothes used by succeeding 
children. 


His cost estimates are up 


more than 60 per cent from a 
1969 study that pegged the cost 
of raising a child through 
college at $39,924 for the middle 
income family and 527,109 for 
the low-income one. 


The biggest expense in child 


raising is housing, which ac- 
counts for 32.3 per cent. Food is 
24.3 per cent; transportation 
16.1 per cent; clothing 9.5 per 
cent; medical expenses 5.3 per 
cent; education 1.5 per cent and 
all other expenses 11 per cent. 


He also noted that one study 


predicts that by the 1990s, when 
today's infants will be ready for 
college, the cost for four years 
at a state university will be 
S47.330 and $82,830 at a private 
university.

Regional Library Bill Cleared . 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A bill establishing regional coopera- 


tive libraries in Michigan has cleared the state Senate. The bill, 
passed 284) Monday night and sent to the House, would also 
increase state aid for public libraries from the current $4.6 
million a year to about S14 million over two years. The measure 
is designed to provide complete library' coverage and improved 
service for Michigan, which now has 24 library systems. 
Cooperative library' service centers would be established across 
the stale, and local libraries would be eligible for membership by 
maintaining a minumum local tax rate of three-tenths of a mill. 
They would also participate in developing a cooperative plan and 
loan materials to other libraries. The bill spells out population 
standards by which to establish the regional libraries. Each 
cooperative library would be governed by a board. 


Condominium Bill Advances 


LAXSIXG, Mich. (AP) — Legislation giving the state Commerce 


Department broad controls over the growing sale of con- 
dominiums in Michigan has been approved unanimously by the 
House. The measure, which now goes to the Senate, would replace 
a 14-year-old statute and protect consumers from what backers of 
the bill call deceptive' advertising and financially shaky 
developers. The complex measure is sponsored by Rep. Thomas 
Brmvn. D-Westland, who said it was needed to keep pace in a state 
ranked third behind California and Florida in condominium 
development. Called the Condominium Act, the bill would repeal 
the !S(3 Horizontal Real Property Act, which critics say is 
inadequate to regulate the estimaled l.flflf) condominiums in 
Michigan. Tne bill was put together by a committee of state of- 
ficials, developers and builders, consumer groups and mortgage 
firms. 


Medicaid Drug Fees Rapped 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state House has called for an end 


in a Medicaid cost-cutting measure that critics say could prove 
damaging to health and cost the state more money, not less. By a 
voice vote Monday, the House urged the state Department of 
SiK-'ial Services to stop requiring Medicaid recipients to pay 50 
cents toward the cost of their drug prescriptions. The 
requirement went into effect Feb. 15 as part of a cost-cutting 
package. The state has warned that the Medicaid program will go 
broke if costs aren't reduced. Rep. Mark Clodfelter, D-Flint, said 
the provision would only discourage patients from buying the 
drugs. That, he said, could lead to illness^ and, ultimately, higher 
costs for the state.

The ceremonies, held on Law 


Day, launched a full slate of-ac- 
tivities scheduled this week in 
Berrien county in observance of 
La\v Day arid Law Week. 


In an address made after the 


new U.S. citizens were sworn in, 
Judge Byrns said, "This war to 
preserve and protect our na- 
tural resources is not to be 
fought by the other fellow, nor is 
it to be considered solely in 
terms of your or my personal 
comfort. 


"Each of us has a duty lo 


preserve 
and 
protect 
our 


immediate environment." the 
judge continued. "Thus, we 
should consume only what is 


essential to us and we should be 
careful of our waste." 


The judge challenged each 


newly sworn in citizen, and all 
other Americans, to enlist in the

"This is a war we cannot lose," 
he said.

Turkey Season 
Is Encouraging

Landowners would get special consideration for antlerless deer 


permits under a Michigan Department of Natural Resources 
proposal. 


Under the recommendation, there would be two quotas for each 


management area from which does and fawns are to be taken, with 
the combination of the two equal to the one quota under current 
rules. 


The first quota for this fall's hunt would be for all deer license 


buyers, with the second quota for landowners, renters and oc- 
cupants domiciled on lands of 40 acres or more. 


It has also been suggested that landowners unsuccessful in their 


drawing would be put in the general drawing, thus giving them 
two chances. 


The DNH has also given another alternative to the Natural 


Resources Commission for its consideration. This one calls for one 
drawing, but all landowners receiving rejection notices could go to 
a DNR office and receive a permit allowing them to shoot an 
antlerless deer on their own property or on adjacent lands. 


The Natural Resources Commission is expected to consider all 


the alternatives before making a decision at its monthly meeting 
in June. Public comment oh Jhe proposals i| invited. 


The DNR says landowners who didn't get permits under the 


present system felt discriminated against. They felt "hunters 
from the big cities" were getting all-the permits, so resentment 
toward hunters and strained relationship between the DNR and 


: landowners. Some landowners closed their land to all hunting or 
jdtowedjHily close friends or relatives to hunt^says the DNR.

Michigan snowmobilers are seeking passage of bills that would

Snowmobilers are asking that five-eighths of one per cent of the 


tax collected on gasoline, plus all registration fees, be earmarked 


' for the trails program. It is estimated that this would come to 


nearly $4 million annually. 


This past winter, the Department of Natural Resources 


forestry division had 1388,000 for the snowmobile trail program. 
About W00,000 of the J1.2 million snowmobilers spent for regis- 
trations was pulled out of the program and given to the general 
fund. Most of the remaining money went to the Secretary of 
State and for local and DNR safety programs and law en- 
forcement.

, obtained — at least another 2,000 miles could be developed.

Several Good Kalamazoo River Trout Tributaries 


By PAUL SCHEPPELMAM 
The Kalamazoo River, as it 


flows 
across 
southwestern 


Michigan from east to west, 
picks up water from several 
good trout streams, including 
Augusta Creek, Spring Brook, 
Silver Creek, the Gun River, 
Pine Creek, Swan Creek. Sand 
and Bear Creeks, the Rabbit 
River and Mann Creek. 


The Kalamazoo River itself is 


basically a warmwater stream, 
but : the stretch 
below the 


Allegan dam in Allegan county 
has salmon and steelhead runs. 
It also produces some brown 
trout. 


The following is rundown on 


the various stream feeding into 
the Kalamazoo: 


AUGUSTA CREEK 


This stream originates in 


Barry county and empties in at 
Augusta, with the best fishing 
being after the stream enters 


county line and flows into the 
river Just north of Parchment. 
It is only about eight miles long 
but picks up large amounts of 
spring water and produces good 
catches of brown and brook 
trout. Most of the fish in the 
stream are the result of natural 
reproduction. 


SILVER CREEK 


This small stream — about 


4ij> miles long — has its mouth 
about three miles upstream 
from Plainwell. It is a special 
stream because it provides a 
good brook trout fishery in a 
part of the state where the fish 
is relatively rare. The stream's 
fishery has held up even though 
part of its headwaters 
in 


Allegan county are contained in 
Lake Doster, a man-made im- 
poundment. 


GUN RIVER 


This is 'the largest trout 


tributary to the Kalamazoo 
River. It starts at the Barry- 
Allegan county line as the outlet 
of Gun Lake and flows into the 
Kalamazoo 
River 
between

Otsego: In Kalamazoo county, it 
is knouTi at Sand Creek, and as 
the stream enters Van Buren 
county, it is called Mentha 
Drain. Once in Allegan county, 


it becomes Pine Creek. In this 
stretch it picks up warmwater 
tributaries from lakes and 
water termperatures begin to 
rise. Consequently, the brown 
trout start giving away to 
warmwater species. 


SWAN CREEK

the 


Kalamazoo in the Allegan State 
Game Area at the highbanks 
goose hunting area. Most of the

SAND AND BEAR CREEKS 
These tributaries enter the 


Kalamazoo River near M-89.

SJ Firm Wins Dowagiac 
City Building Contract 


DOWAGIAC — The Dowagiac 


city council in a 4 to 2 vote last 
night awarded a contract for 
constructing 
a 
federally- 


financed city building to the 
second low bidder. The con- 
tract went to Superior Home 
Builders. St. Joseph, on the 
firm's bid of 8124,464. Action 
came after a motion to award 
the contract to the low bidder 
lost in a 3 to 2 vote with one 
abstention- Councilman Robert 
Hess abstained because he is a 
partner in the firm submitting 
the low bid. Hess & Sons of 
Dowagiac. The firm's bid was 
'8121.964. 


The 3 to 2 vote lost under a 


council rule requiring four 
votes for awarding the co'n- 
. tract. 
. Voting against were Council- 
men 
Joseph 
Silvia 
and 


.Clarence Solf. Voting favora- 
bly were Councilmen David

The two Councilmen 
said they are afraid that even- 
tually the city will have to use 
some of its own money to 
complete the building as en- 
visioned. 


Graper told the council that 


the city has already spent 
S10.900 of its own money for 
construction plans and could 
not regain unless it uses the 
grant. 


In other action, the council 


ordered its attorney, Herbert 
Phillipson Jr.. to prepare a 
forma! protest to state plans to 
close the Park Place and 
Teh-graph streets crossings of 
Amtrak rail tracks.
